Robert L. Condon, Win- 
ner of Silver Star in 
World War II, Says 
Gordon Dean Told 
Him It Was ‘Mistake.’

WASHINGTON, July 6—The 
astonishing story of how a Demo- 
cratic member of Congress was 
barred—as a security risk— 
from watching one of the atomic 
weapons tests near Las Vegas in 
May was learned by this re- 
porter. 


The man involved is Repre- 
sentative Robert L. Condon, 40 
years old, who is serving his 
first term from California's 
Sixth District, made up of Con- 
tra Costa and Solano counties, in 
the San Franc:.:o bay area. 

He talked about the matter 
freely in his apartment at a 
Washington hotel when he was 
told that the reporter knew 
about the basic facts. 

Then he went with the re- 

r to his office in the new 

ouse Office Building and, with 

the reporter at the typewriter, 

‘underwent a question and an- 

swer interview which he ap- 
proved after reading it. 

Invitation to Congressmen. 

All members of Congress were 
invited to witness one of the 
atomic explosions conducted in 
Nevada last May, and nearly 100 
accepted. Condon said he went 
to Nevada on a special plane 
with other Congressmen, 
that: 

“Two gentlemen representing | 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
walked up to me at the airplane 
when we landed at Las Vegas. 
One of them called me aside 
and said he and ae other man 


telegram from the saying 
that I was not to be allowed to 
participate in the observation of 
the atomic explosion which was 
then scheduled for May 7. I 
exploded—I blew my cork—lI 
demanded to know the reason 
for this action. He said that he 
had no information, that I would 
have to talk to Gordon Dean 
(then the chairman of the AEC.) 
Accordingly, I left Las Vegas the 
following afternoon (May 6) and 
went to my home in Wajnut 
Creek, Calif.” 

Condon said he was “outraged 
—1 didn’t understand what 
scared them.” 

Mistake, Dean Says. 

Since returning to Washing- 
ton, Condon continued, he has 
had two meetings with Dean, 
who retired June 30 as AEC 
chairman. He quoted Dean as 
saying it was “some sort of mis- 
take” and that Condon was 


clear to witness further atomic | | 


tests. 

Condon explained that Dean | 
did not have a “personal knowl- | 
edge of any of the facts on 
which the action might have 
been taken. He indicated 
the telegram to Las Vegas had 
gone out over his signature 
but that he had no personal 
knowledge of it.” 

Condon said he argued in hfs 
conversations with Dean that 
he had never supported any | 
Communist movement and that 
his whoie record in Congress 
was utterly opposed to all things 
Communist. 

Condon said he plans to raise 
the question on the House floor. 

“I am very concerned whether 
any executive agency can control 
the actions of Congressmen,” he 
said. “I also want to raise the 
issue whether hearsay charges 
which the people of my district 
are fully acquainted with can 
cause me to be denied my full

Donnelly later today. 

Dalton pointed out that under 
normal procedure the interven- 
tion of his office in counties 
would be based on a direction 
by the Governor or on com- 
plaints of irregularities. Gov. 
Donnelly said last week he 
planned to talk with Dalton on 
the latter’s return. 

Another Reason for Escorts. 

Failure of the county grand 
jury to act last winter after hear- 
ing a large number of witnesses 
in connection with the hijacking 
was another factor leading to 
the armed escorting of trucks, 
the Post-Dispatch was told. 

Prosecutor Wallach was sup- 
plied with evidence involving a 
county lawyer alleged to have 
been part of the ring of hood- 
lums participating in the theft 
and hijacking. The grand jury 
adjourned after limiting its re- 
port to generalities—a report 
which did not satisfy the jury 
foreman, Robert H. Grote, St. 
Louis business executive. 

Among the jury's recom- 
mendations were greater co-or- 
dination of police activities in 
the county and expansion of the 
sheriff's force. But the jury 
did not follow up testimony of 
several deputy sheriffs who ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with law 
enforcement in the county. 

Testimony that some law vio- 
lators received preferential 
treatment if they hired the law- 
yer mentioned was heard by the 
jurors, Also brought out was 
evidence that gambling cases 
had been permitted to die 
through a curious link between 
a county employe and the hood- 
lum clique.

En route to the presidential 
mansion, Robertson ran into the 
first South Korean anti-truce 
demonstration apparently aimed 
specifically at him. A line of 
marchers shouted “drive north

Meanwhile, another secret 
conference was held in Seoul 
by Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, 
United States commander of Al- 
lied ground forces in Korea, 
and his United States advisers 
to the South Korean army. 

Despite an Eighth Army an- 
nouncement that the session was 
a routine monthly affair, there 
was speculation they discussed 
military problems that would 
arise if a truce is signed without 
Rhee’s guarantee that the 16 
Republic of Korea divisions 
would observe the cease-fire. 

Rhee has threatened to fight 
on alone if the truce agreement 
which had appeared ready for 
signing at Panmunjom last 
month is completed. 

Gen. Taylor indicated to cor- 
respondent Forrest Edwards that 
the comparatively inexperienced 
ROK army cannot fight alone. 

When asked if he felt that the 
ROKs could, Taylor replied: 

“The Eighth Army is built 
like an automobile. The divi- 
sions are its cylinders but there 
are many parts necessary to an 
automobile before it can func- 
tion.

Pestilence, Damaging 
Storms and Falling

‘ASHINGTON, July 6 (UP) 
—Hardship or disaster today 
faced millions of American 
farmers trying to make a crop 
in the face of drouth, pestilence, 
falling market prices and dam- 
aging storms. 

In many areas from the east- 
ern slopes of the Rockies to the 
Atlantic this was the worst 


farming year in 20 years. 

In the dusty, parched South- 
west 1953 became a new stand- 
ard for measuring disaster. It 
was the worst year in the mem- 
ory of many an old pioneer. 

In the Southwest this was the 
fourth year of almost uninter- 
rupted drouth. Representative 
Poage (Dem.), Texas, reported 
after a personal tour ‘of west 
Texas that: The people aren't 
| going broke. They are broke.” 

Colorado authorities were 
fighting a record infestation of 
grasshoppers that threatened 
more than 1,000,000 acres of 
farm and range land. In places 
50 hoppers to the square yard 
were counted. 

Severe crop damage was 
caused earlier this spring by an 
invasion of army worms that 
felled small grain as if it had 
been mowed and ruined tender 
young corn and clover from 
Tennessee, Indiana, Illinois and 
Minnesota. 

As disturbing to the farmers 
as weather and insects were the 
market columns of their news- 
papers. Cattle prices were down 
35 to 40 per cent, despite the 
fact that receipts were not ex- 
tremely heavy. Wheat and other 
grains recently plunged to dan- 
gerously low levels, recovered 
somewhat and have fluctuated 


The Kansas wheat crop was 
stimated at only 126,564,000 
| bushels this year, compared with

The City Hall’s First Lady 

A bow to Mrs. Edward G. Brungard—and to 
Mayor Tucker who appointed her Director of 
Public Welfare—not so much because she is 
the first lady to serve in a St. Louis municipal 
cabinet, but rather because her selection was 
based on standards all too often overlooked in 
the making of political appointments. 

For years, Mrs. Brungard has taken that 
active interest in public affairs which even 
good citizens are inclined to slight. She was 
not a politician or an office-seeker, but through 
the League of Women Voters and later as a 
member of the charter-drafting freeholders, 
she made good citizenship a matter of positive 
action and not merely angry words when things 
went more poorly than they might in City Hall. 

Mayor Tucker became acquainted with these 
qualities in Mrs. Brungard when he himself 
gave that unpaid year of hard work to the 
drafting of a new charter. And it is to his credit 
that he remembered her on becoming Mayor. 
No doubt, more than one politician pressed his 
claims for the post, but the Mayor chose a 
genuine public servant. May she live up to 
expectations! 
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Just 20 Years Ago 
Louis P. Lochner, for many years Associated 
Press chief in Berlin, prepared for publication 
“The Goebbels Diaries” and wrote an introduc- 
tion for that record of distorted thinking and 
infamy. One paragraph sad to say is of particu- 
lar relevance just now: 

The whole civilized world was shocked 
when on the evening of May 10, 1933, the 
books of authors displeasing the Nazis, in- 
cluding even those of our own Helen Keller, 
were solemnly burned on the immense 
Franz Joseph Platz between the University 
of Berlin and the State Opera on Unter den 
Linden. I was a witness to the scene. All 
afternoon Nazi raiding parties had gone into 
public and private libraries, throwing into 
the streets such books as Dr. Goebbels in 
his supreme wisdom had decided were unfit 
for Nazi Germany. . 


Senator Taft Says No 

Senator Taft, who sometimes says what Presi- 
dent Eisenhower will or will not be allowed 
to do, says he doubts the President will be 
allowed to send government-held farm surpluses 
as relief to friendly nations.

But the 
Majority Leader says the “Agriculture people 
have their own ideas on handling these sur- 
pluses.” 

If the Agriculture Department has any new 
ideas, however, the department has not made 
them public. Just a few days ago John H. Davis, 
head of the Commodity Credit Corporation, said 
farm policies “inherited” from the Truman 
Administration would be continued, though the 
Republicans had criticized them severely. 

This provides no real answer to the problem 
of surplus commodities, which are still piling 
up. They could be used to advantage to help 
friendly peoples if they are not well used at 
home, and it will be a crime if they are not 
used at all. Just what does Senator Taft think 
will be done with the surplus foods?

People expect the freeholders to explore the 
possibility of public ownership of bus and street- 
car lines. Certainly that idea lay behind the 
freeholder petitions circulated by Local 688 of

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A Newspaperman to the Press 

By both experience and present vantage point, 
Louis M. Lyons is in a position to view the per- 
formance of the American press professionally 
and fairly. 

For many years Mr. Lyons was an outstanding 
member of the staff of The Boston Globe. After 
a year as one of the first nine Nieman Fellows, 
1938-39, he became curator of the Nieman Foun- 
dation at Harvard. In that capacity Mr. Lyons 
has met most of the leading editors and pub- 
lishers of the country and has interviewed sev- 


This background makes Mr. Lyons's address 
to the American Newspaper Guild convention 
at Boston one which editors and publishers 
should not attempt to shrug off. When Louis 
Lyons says that the editors of the country have 
paid insufficient notice to one Senator’s effort 
to intimidate the press, each editor ought to 
ask himself: Does he mean me? When Mr. Lyons 
says that too few newspapers are concerned 
with the State Department's overseas library 
policies, each editor ought to ask: Have I been 
sufficiently concerned? 

This criticism comes, not from some “long- 
haired professor,” but from an able newspäper- 
man who cares about the role of the press in 
the rise or fall of American democracy. It 
ought to prick some sleeping consciences. 
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Project in Workmanship 

As a venture in public responsibility and self - 
interest, two St. Louis AFL unions and a con- 
tractors’ organization have formed a joint Lath- 
ing and Plastering Industry Council. They hope 
by this means to protect standards of workman- 
ship and keep industrial peace. 

The council’s members are the Lathing and 
Plastering Contractors’ Association, Local 3 of 
the Plasterers’ Union and the Lathers’ District 
Council. Their new agency will serve as a clear- 
ing house for information about lathing and 
plastering jobs. It will inspect work if there is 
criticism and offer adjustments. The council will 
also provide free consultation on the best use 
of lath and plaster. 

This project has two aims: to help the public 
get better work, and to help the council mem- 
bers by promoting their product. Good work- 
manship is one sphere in which employer and 
employe should always agree. 
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Irresponsible Taxi Drivers 

Traffic Commissioner Charles G. Gonter is to 
be commended for stopping two speeding taxi- 
cabs during the transit emergency last week, 
checking their licenses and asking their employ- 
érs to suspend them. If he did not receive co- 
operation he said he would ask the Board of 
Public Service to take action. This body may 
suspend or revoke the licenses of a taxicab 
driver or of a taxi company. 

Although it is not generally known, the Board 
of Public Service has the authority and is will- 
ing to investigate any reasonable complaint 
made by any pedestrian or motorist against any 
taxicab driver. The complainant has only to in- 
clude the license number of the car, the time 
and date of the incident and the location. Com- 
plaints may include such things as discourtesy,

The Idaho Power Co. plan will be to 
the big dam in Hell's Canyon what ac- 
ceptance of the Kettle Falls application 
might have been to Grand Coulee in 
the 1930s—the ax, the end, finis. 

In late summer, snowbanks in the 
Canadian Rockies and Grand Tetons 
are depleted. Rivers run low. Produc- 
tion of power ebbs at such downstream 
dams as Bonneville and McNary. 

But the 750-foot dam in Hell’s Can- 
yon, wedged between precipitous abut- 
ments of lava rock, would form a 
natural reservoir storing 3,800,000 acre- 
feet of water. This flow could be 
poured through the Hell's Canyon spill- 
ways, to fill dry penstocks at dams on 


the lower stretches of the Columbia. 

One of the arguments against Hell's 
Canyon dam has been that it would 
be “ c.“ Herbert Hoover evi- 
dently is proud to have his name asso- 
ciated with Hoover dam on the Colo- 
rado. When Douglas McKay ran for re- 
election as Oregon's Governor in 1950, 
he boasted that he had helped secure 
the Lookout Point and Detroit dams 
from the Federal Government for the 
Willamette valley in his state. 

It has not been made clear why one 
federal dam should be “socialistic” and 
another federal dam worthy of the best 
Republican lineage. 


The Real Issue at Stake 


When he withdrew Interior Depart- 
ment intervention against the Idaho 
Power Co. application, Secretary Me- 
Kay pointed out that the private dams 
could be built immediately, whereas 
Congress had consistently refused to 
authorize the Hell's Canyon project.

Now they say dolefully that, inasmuch 
as Congress has refused to act, federal 
construction programs in Hell’s Can- 
yon had best be abandoned. They ad- 
ministered the coup de grace, and then 
they mourn at the funeral. 

In no respect is the issue between 
“socialism” and free rg? oly Actual- 
ly, Government dams in the 
have made possible hundreds of pros- 
pering privately-owned manufacturing 
plants, which pay taxes and support 
payrolls. 

The issue is complete utilization, of 
the falling water of a region containing 
42 per cent of all the untapped water 
power in the United States.

T is a temptation to serve only cold 
foods in hot weather, but remember 
that even when July temperatures soar 
nutritionists recommend one hot meal a 
day. And what easier way to provide it 
than by means of one-dish oven meals, 


which need only the addition of a salad, 
a hot beverage and a simple dessert? 


American homemakers are indebted to 
the good French housewives, so wise in 
the ways of food, for the art of casserole 
cookery. Its popularity in this country 
is due to the fact that it fits perfectly 
into our informal way of life. In addi- 
tion, one-dish meals are easy to prepare, 
easy to serve, and minimize dishwashing

ELLINGTON, Mo., July 6. 
AVES and their confused and 
intricate systems of under- 
ground passages contain mys- 

teries and strange natural phe- 
nomena within their dark depths 
to fascinate the curious, satisfy 
the appetite for beauty, and pro- 
vide ample material for study 
by the scientific minded. 

And while previding mental 
exercise and diversion, cave ex- 
ploration, or spelunking, also re- 
quires considerable vigorous 
physical activity. 

The Salem Plateau area of 
the Missouri Ozarks contains 
one of the greatest concentra- 
tions of underground water sys- 
tems and their accompanying 
maze of subterranean labyrinths 
to be found anywhere on earth. 

Most of the Ozark caves are 
“live” caves, or have living 
streams flowing through them 
and constantly growing calcite 
formations called stalactites and 
stalagmites. 

These calcite formations occur 
in truly fantastic forms, ranging 
from the most delicate imagin- 
able lacework, so fragile that a 
touch shatters them, to stupen- 
dous masses weighing tons and 
just as delicately and artistically 
sculptured. 

Entering a cave which has not 
been artificially improved for 
commercial exploitation and in 
which the vandal instinct 
not brought about extensive 
breakage of the calcite forma- 
tions, the spelunker finds him- 
self transported into an under- 
ground fairyland. 

That Ozark labyrinths appeal 
strongly to all ages was attested 
recently 
men set aside a day and made 
careful preparations for pene- 
trating a large Shannon county 
cave as far as possible for a 
man to crawl. 

Leslie (Les) Sanders, local 
barber and cave prowler of some 
repute, led the Ellington group 
into the cave. Les had once 
spent six full hours in this same 
cave and penetrated a distance 
estimated at two miles from the 
entrance without finding any- 
thing to indicate that he was 
anywhere near it’s end. 

Accompanying Sanders on the 
spelunking expedition were Fred 
Whitte; district forester for the 
Deer Run Fire Protection Dis- 
trict; T. Ri Smith, conservation- 
ist and former agriculture teach- 
er; Dow Jenkins, G.I. vocational 
agriculture instructor, and this 
writer, armed with a camera, a 
gadget bag full of flash bulbs 
and camera accessories and a 
gasoline lantern.

OR nearly three hours, the 

five-man group walked, 

scrambled and waded — and 
sometimes crawled—until they 
finally reached the place where 
they could find no passageway 
which would permit them to go 
farther, only to find evidence 
that a 15-year-old boy had pre- 
ceded them to that point by more 
than three years. The evidence 
consisted of a cardboard sign 
reading: “Gene Smith, age 15, 
Owls Bend, Mo., was here March 
23, 1950.” It was something of an 
anti-climax, but clearly showed 
that adventure knows no age 
limits.

to the river about a half mile 
away. Within the cave, this 
stream must be forded or por- 
taged around constantly from 
the point of entrance to 
farthest point of 


remains undamaged, having been 


chipped or removed bodily by 
souvenir hunters. Such vandal- 


ism is less frequent as deeper 
penetration is made, until after 
some 20 minutes of travel the 
damage to formations is minor. 


In fact, the calciferous growths 
deep within the cavern are for 
the most part too massive to be 
broken from the floor or ceiling 
and almost impossible of trans- 
portation to the outside if suc- 
cessfully broken loose. 


After about a half hour of 
travel time and three fordings 
of the stream, we came to a 
ledge covered deeply in red 
clay, containing about a dozen 
depressions of about eight 
inches in depth and ranging 
from three to six feet in 
diameter. The depressions are 
similar in size and shape to the 
beds or wallows dug by hogs in 
the damp earth near a pond or 
stream. 


Examining the depressions 
carefully with the aid of light 
from a pressure gasoline lantern 
and pocket flashlights, several 
large claw marks were plainly 
visible. 

Over the entire clay-covered 
shelf and equally distributed 
over the animal beds grows a 
coating of brownish gray cave 
fungus as evidence of the many 
decades which have passed since 
this ledge was the home of a 
number of large animals. 

These animal beds, the exist- 
ence of which has been known 
by a few local residents for at 
least 50 years, are called “bear 
beds.” To one who has seen the 
depressions there seems no 
reason to question that hibernat- 
ing bear made those beds 60 
or more years ago. 

From the entrance to about 
a half mile back in the cave 
are well-worn paths in the sand 
and mud containing hundreds 
of plainly identifiable bob-cat 
American 
lynx are numerous in the vicin- 
ity.

At one point, for several yards 
along the right bank of the 
stream, what appeared to be a 
beach of coarse. vari-colored 
gravel proved to be a solid mass 
of conglomerate—stones of vari- 
ous sizes, shapes and colors ce- 
mented into a solid mass by a 
deposit of hardened calcite. 

About an hour and a half after 
entering the cave, a loud deafen- 
ing roar began to demand our at- 
tention. In the close confines 
of the cave, with more than an 
hour separating us from escape 
to the outside, the roar was 
somewhat frightening. It seemed 
that nothing less than a flash 
flood rushing through the rocky 
labyrinth could make such a 
sound. 

The fearsome noise was ex- 
plained on our arrival at a small 
waterfall, where the stream 
dropped off a three-foot ledge 
into a deep pool. It was a 
mighty small waterfall to be

Staining Wood Shingles. 

O doubt about it, when it 

comes to a finish for wood 

shingles, either on the roof 
or on the sidewalls, you can't 
beat a good wood stain. Paint, 
of course, can be used on side- 
wall shingles, but it’s sort of 
difficult to apply and it may 
peel or blister. 

Another advantage of stain is 
that most stains do contain a 
wood preservative and that 
means that not only does the 
stain provide a nice bit of color 
but also increases the life span 
of the shingles. 

Now the only question left to 
answer is how to apply the stain. 
Well, the best way is to dip the 
shingles in a big container of 
stain and then set them out to

Stain should be be applied rather 
generously so that the wood has
